Great  Crusades  Set

The  Department  of  Evangelism  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  after  much 
prayer  to  Ood  for  spiritual  direction 
and  encouragement  from  pastors  and 
leaders,  Is  promoting  two  great  simul¬ 
taneous  evangelistic  crusades.  These 
crusades  are  beyond  anything  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  ever  before  at¬ 
tempted.  . 

The  first  crusade  is  for  all  churches 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  ten¬ 
tative  date  for  this  campaign  is  April 
9-23,  1950.'  This  crusade  will  include  9 
states,  8,655  churches  with  2,163,397 
church  members.  Two  state  Executive 
Boards  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Evangelism  or  the  State  Secretary  in 
each  of  the  states  have  approved  the 
date. 

The  second  campaign  is  for  all 
'  churches  east  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
The  tentative  date  is  March  25-April 
8,1951.  This  crusade  will  include  11 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
with  18,109  churches  and  4,107^112 
members.  It  is  suggested  that  the 
Superintendents  of  Evangelism  or  the 
State  Secretaries  of  all  states  con¬ 
cerned  get  these  dates  approved  as 
soon  as  possible  by  their  state  boards 
and  state  conventions. 

In  each  case,  the  starting  day  is 
-Easter  Sunday.  It  has  been  found 
that  Easter  Sunday  is  a  good  day  on 
which  to  start  a  great  evangelistic 
crusade.  Each  association  will  be  a 
unit  In  these  two  campaigns  and  will 
have  its  own  director.  In  many  cases,

Intensive  Relief 
Urgecd  For  Europe

On  June  1st,  under  appointment  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  I  began 
my  services  as  the  Eurpoean  repres¬ 
entative  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Re¬ 
lief  Committee,  with  headquarters  in 
Oeneva.  The  program  of  relief  and 
reconstruction  in  Europe  which  has 
been  promoted  by  many  churches  and 
other  voluntary  agencies  since  the 
close  of  the  war  continues  to  be  of 
great  urgency  and  importance. 

Up  to  no^  this  vast  program  has 
been  largely  an  effort  to  supply  the 
primary  physical  and  material  needs 
of  the  people,  such  as  food,  clothing, 
shoes,  bedding,  medicines,  etc.  That 
kind  of  need  will  continue  for  a  long 
time  and  will  have  to  be  met  if  the 
people  are  to  survive.  Everyone  sees, 
however,  particularly  the  (Christian 
laders,  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  special  emphasis  and  attention 
must  be  given  to  the  spiritual  rehabi-

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CRITICIZE  CLAIM  BIBLE 
IS  CATHOLIC  BOOK 

DANVILLE,  Va.  — (RNS)—  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Danville  Ministers  Asso¬ 
ciation  (Protestant)  have  adopted  re¬ 
solutions  in  which  they  “deplore”  the 
publication  of  an  advertisement  cap- 
iioned  “The  Bible  is  a  Catholic  Book.” 

The  advertisement,  prepared  by  the 
Catholic  Information  Society,  ap¬ 
peared  in  local  newspapers.  The  ad¬ 
vertisement  said,  in  part: 

“Yes.  the  Bible  is  truly  a  Catholic 
book.  They  were  members  of  the  • 
Catholic  Church  who,  under  God’s  in¬ 
spiration,  wrote  the  New  Testament  in 
its  entirety.  It  was  the  Catholic 
Church  which  treasured  it  and  gave  . 
it  to  the  world  in  Its  original  and  un¬ 
altered  form.  It  Is  the  Infallible  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  Catholic  Church  that  al¬ 
ways  has  been  the  only  sure  guarantee 
of  its  inspiration.” 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Pro¬ 
testant  clergymen  reads,  in  part,  as 
follows: 

“We,  the  Danville  Ministers  Asso¬ 
ciation,  deplore  the  publication  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  of  certain 
statements  which  are  not  historically 
verifiable.  .  .  We  feel  that  such  in¬ 
correct  statements  will  only  lead  to 
further  division  of  the  forces  of  Christ 
and  esm  serve  no  useful  end.” 

The  resolution  was  offered  by  a  Bap¬ 
tist  minister  and  seconded  by  anoth¬ 
er  clergyman  of  the  same  denomina¬ 
tion.  Nineteen  of  the  22  members  pres¬ 
ent  voted,  and  all  19  voted  for  It.

RELIEF  AIDS  CHINESE 
REFUGEES 

First  Aid  To  Those  Who  Lost 
All — Thousands  Still  In  Need 

SHANGHAI.  China  —  Elaborate 
plans  are  being  made  by  the  “En¬ 
larged  University  Relief  Committee” 
of  the  University  of  Shanghai  to  sort 
store  and  distribute  the  100  bales  of 
clothing  received  from  the  Southern 
Baptist  Relief  Center,  according  to 
Dr.  Henry  H.  Lin,  president  of  the 
university. 

“Our  first  aim  will  be  the  relief 
of  the  refugee  workers,  about  60 
in  number,  who  are  employed  on 
our  bunding  project.  ’These  refugees 
are  from  the  war  areas  who  have 
fled  from  their  homes  leaving  their 
belongings  behind.  They  now  stay 
in  sheds  made  of  tree  branches  and 
dry  grass  and  are  in  rags.  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  such  refugees  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Yangtszepoo  district 
around  our  Social  Center”,  the  Chi¬ 
nese  leader  stated. 

“With  a  view  to  bringing  about  the 
speediest  and  most  efficient  way  of 
sorting  and  distribution,  my  wife 
and  I  have  joined  with  other  volun¬ 
teers  from  our  faculty  members 
and  their  families  on  the  campus  to 
open  the  bales  and  help  classify

Upon  opposite  pages  of  a 
huge  open  Bible  are  two  dynamic 
phrases  that  stand  as  the  epitome  of 
all  scriptures,  "Sin  Enslaves 
Christ  Uberates”.  Beneath  the  Bi¬ 
ble  is  the  motivating  challenge  to 
self-determinaUon,  “Make  the  Wise 
Choice— Christ”. 

Lawson  H.  Ck>oke,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  of 
the  South,  says  “an  avalanche  of 
requests  from  pastors  and  laymen 
from  all  sections  of  the  convention 
area  poured  across  the  desk  of  the 
Baptist  Brotherhood  booth,  and  in  a

Madrid  —(RNS)—  Uberty  of  cults 
does  not  exist  in  Spain,  despite  the 
claims  of  “some  Protestants,”  the 
Spanish  hierarchy  declared  in  a  point 
statement  addressed  to  all  Spanish 
Catholics  and  intended  as  a  warning 
against  the  proselytizing  activltlea 
of  non-Cathollcs.  The  document  was 
signed  by  Enrique  Cardinal  Play 
Denlel,  Primate  of  Spain,  on  behalf 
of  all  the  Spanish  archbishops  and 
bishops. 

The  sUtement  dealt  largely  with 
Artiste  6  ef  the  law  of  1945,  called 
the  “Fnerv  de  los  Espanelee,**  | 
which  states:  ‘“The  profession  and  i 
practice  of  the  Catholic  religion, 
which  is  that  of  the  Spanish  sUte, 
will  have  official  protection.  No  one 
wlU  be  molested  for  hU  rellgioHS 
betiefs,  or  In  the  private  practien 
ef  his  religien.  No  external  ceremo¬ 
nies  or  manifestations  other  than 
those  of  the  Catholic  religion  shall 
bo  permitted.” 

Quoting  from  the  Encyclical  on 
Human  Liberty  Issued  by  Pope  Leo 
Xin  in  1893,  the  bishops  told  Span¬ 
ish  Catholics  “the  faithful  are  not 
free  to  adhere  to  any  Church,”  but 
“have  a  most  sacred  duty  to  be-

Why  It  Wasn't  Printed 

On  Wednesday  morning  the 
Baptist  Record  usually  receives 
several  cards  giving  the  Sunday 
school  and  BTU  attendances  for 
the  past  Sunday.  As  the  Bap^t 
Record  is  printed  on  Tuesday 
night,  those  received  Wednesday 
morning  are  too  late  for  that  week. 

Most  of  those  received  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning  are  postmarked 
Tuesday  although  a  few  are  post¬ 
marked  on  Monday.  The  Postof¬ 
fice  department  may  be  to  blame 
for  those  mailed  on  Monday,  but 
those  mailed  Tuesday,  just  don't 
have  time  to  get  here  by  Tuesday 
morning! 

And  each  week  the  Baptist  Re¬ 
cord  receives  some  attendance  fig¬ 
ures  with  the  name  of  some  person 
attached  but  without  the  church 
name.  And  a  few  come  with  the 
church  name  but  without  the  name 
of  the  sender.  In  either  case,  we'

where  he  will  be  the  most  comfor¬ 
table.  He  needs  rest  and  quiet  at 
night  in  order  to  do  hia  best  the 
next  day.  If  possible  the  church 
should  arrange  for  the  visiting 
preacher  to  spend  every  night  at 
the  same  place. 

We  feel  it  is  well  that  the 
visiting  preacher  be  “available” 
to  the  people  any  time  during  the 
revival.  He  is  there  to  serve,  and  if 
anyone  has  a  spiritual  problem,  he 
should  be  willing  to  give  that  one 
time,  day  or  night.  We  believe  99 
per  cent  of  the  ministers  who  hold 
revivals  do  it  because  they  love  the 
Lord  and  the  people,  therefore  they 
are  always  anxious  to  talk  with  any 
help  anyone. 

Many  times  the  visitor  is  placed 
at  the  pa.stor'8  home.  This  has  good 
points  and  bad  points.  We  are  in¬ 
clined  toward  the  idea  that  perhaps, 
if  the  evangelist  could  be  quartered 
at  a  hotel  or  nearby  home  it  would 
be  even  better.  The  pastor  could  be 
with  him  then  whenever  he  de¬ 
sired,  and  the  pastor’s  wife  would 
be  freer  to  do  more  visiting  and 
help  in  the  revival  since  she  did 
not  have  extra  “company”  at 
home.  These  matters  particularly 
concern  the  smaller  churches,  for 
most  large  churches  do  secure 
rooms  for  the  visiting  workers 
where  they  are  available  for  folks 
to  see  at  any  time. 

This  is  not  a  matter  of  what  is 
right  or  wrong,  however.  We  want 
it  clearly  understood  that  every 
church  should  do  what  is  best  for 
its  own  work,  and  let  the  visiting 
preacher  know  in  advance  so  he 
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ly,  an  income  for  the  widow  in  the 
event  ot  the  minister’s  death  be¬ 
fore  retirement.  The  plan  provided 
for  the  lump  sum  payment  of  his 
accumulated  funds,  but  often  this 
would  be  only  a  few  hundred  dol¬ 
lars.  Continued  study  was  made  of 
this  need  and  three  years  ago  the 
Board  intnxluced  the  Widow’s 
Supplementary  Annuity  Plan 
which  does  provide  an  income  for 
the  minister’s  widow.  This  com¬ 
pletes  the  program  of  protection. 
This  plan  u'as  made  effective  in  a 
state  as  soon  as  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  Retirement  Plan 
accepted  it  and  is  already  in  force 
in  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
states.  It  has  also  been  made  avail¬ 
able  to  all  denominational  work¬ 
ers  in  all  the  states. 

We  sincerely  believe  that  this  is 
one  of  the  finest  things  that  has 
been  offered  by  the  Relief  and  An¬ 
nuity  Board.  For  a  payment  of 
only  one  and  one-half  percent  (in 
addition  to  the  three  percent  for 
the  retirement  plan)  the  minister 
provides  for  his  wife  an  income 
ranging  from  ten  per-cent  of  his 
salary  the  second  year  his  partici¬ 
pation  to  twenty  percent  the 
seventh  year  and  afterward.  This 
means  that  if  a  pastor’s  salary  is 
$3,000.00  and  he  dies  seven  years 
after  he  enters  the  plan,  his  widow 
will  receive  $50.00  per  month  for 
life  or  until  she  marries  again.  If 
she  does  marry  again  she  is  guar¬ 
anteed  to  receive  the  full  amount 
of  the  money  her  husband  had  paid 
into  the  retirement  plan.  For  this 
protection  of  $50.00  per  month  her 
husband  will  have  paid  in  seven

set^ring  this  protection  for  his 
wife  and  family.  Ortainly  it  is 
not  all  that  she  needs,  but  it  is  a 
wonderful  protection  for  the 
amount  invested.  We  suggest  that 
every  pastor  in  the  Retirement 
Plan  who  lias  not  applied  for  this 
write  to  Dr.  McCall  for  an  appli¬ 
cation  blank  today.

The  Last  Link 

. .  'The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
has  provided  tlie  last  link  in  the 
chain  of  security  for  the  minister 
and  his  family. 

Tlie  Minister's  Retirement  Plan 
which  came  into  existence  a  few 
years  ago  provided  a  method 
whereby  the  minister,  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  .  his  church  and  the  de¬ 
nomination,  could  lay  up  fund^ 
to  provide  a  retirement  income  in 
case  he  found  it  necessary  to  re¬ 
tire  at  age  sixty-five  or  after.  This 
plan  also  provided  for  a  permanent 
disability  income  should  he  be¬ 
come  disabled  befora  sixty-five, 
for  the  payment  of  his  accumu¬ 
lated  credits  in  the  event  of  his 
death  before  retirement,  anti  for 
an  optional  annuity  for  his  wife  if 
she  outlived  him  after  his  retire¬ 
ment. 

From  the  very  beginning  the 
Board  realized  that,  as  good  as 
the  plan  was,  there  was  one  other 
provision  that  was  needed,  name- 


years  A  total  of  $315.00. 

In  other  words  she  would  re¬ 
ceive  in  the  first  year  almost  twice 
as  much  as  had  been  paid  for  the 
protection  and  if  she  lives  several 
years  she  will  receive  many  times 
that.  If  he  died  during  the  second 
year  of  his  membership  in  the 
plan,  she  would  receive  $300.00  per 
year.  That  would  be  the  return  on 
a  payment  totaling  less  tlian 
$100.00.  No  insurance  conijiany  of¬ 
fers  such  protection  at  such  low 
cost,  yet  it  is  actually  sound 
because  it  is  connected  with  the 
retirement  Plan. 

Even  though  this  is  one  of  the 
most  attractive  plans  ever  offered 
Southern  Baptist  ministers,  it  is 
not  yet  availabicto  Mississippi 
Baptist  ministers  because  not 
enough  of  our  ministers  have 
signed  up  for  it.  The  requirement 
is  for  two-thirds  of  the  ministers 
in  the  Retirement  Plan  to  enter 
thiA  Nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty 
of  our  men  have  signed  up,  but 
between  forty  and  fifty  more  are 
needed.  If  they  will  enter  the  plan 
now  it  can  become  effective  as  of 
July  1.  -

The  women  have  classes  to 
learn  to'read)  and  1,000  new  tlthera 
Each  Association  is  taking  SO  as  its 
goal.  The  financial  goal  for  1949 
will  be  $4,000  which  will  also  be  ap¬ 
portioned  among  the  Associations. 
'This  money  goes  to  the  Orptums' 
home,  scholarships  to  the  Girls 
schools,  salaries  for  W.  M.  U.  field 
workers  and  into  the  Convention 
fund. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
is  the  Annual  Baby  Show.  This  is  to 
promote  the  saving  of  life  as  well 
as  the  saving  of  souls.  It  is  well 
known  to  be  a  fact  that  the  mortal¬ 
ity  rate  of  infants  is  well  over  50 
per  cent,  so  each  year  they  teach 
mothers  how  to  take  care  of  their 
babies  and  they  Judge  them.

The  mission  bus  of  the*  Ministerial 
Association  of  Mississippi  College  wUF 
soon  be  only  a  memory  unless  those 
ministerial  students,  already  burdened 
by  two  outlays  from  one  income,  fam¬ 
ily  and  school,  can  raise  approximate¬ 
ly  $3000  by  the  time  the  bus  now  be¬ 
ing  used  collapses  completely.  The 
bus  is  not  so  old  as  one  ordinarily 
thinks  of  “old,”  but  many  things 
have  contributed  to  its  decreased  life 
expectancy:  constant  use,  overloading 
due  to  the  need  for  covering  several 
mission  points  with  one  trip,  the  need 
for  driving  over  rough  roads,  and  other 
causes  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Loss  of  the  mission  bus  would  be 
serious.  It  would  mean  decreased  op¬ 
portunities  of  service  for  Mississippi 
College  students.  I  would  mean  fewer 
souls  added  to  the  Kingdom  of  Christ 
(over  100  persons  were  won  to  Christ 
last  year  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Volunteer  Mission  Band,  the  principle 
user  of  the  bus).  It  would  cause  an 
increasing  apathy  toward  lost  souls 
by  an  who  are  concerned  with  the  bus.

I.  A  Fatal  Frlendahlp.  (I  Kings  22: 
M).  The  King  of  Judah,  Jehosa- 
phat.  went  to  Samaria  to  risit  Ahab, 
the  King  of  Israel,  for  there  was 
peace  between  them.  It  may  have 
been  the  fact  of  Jehosaphat’s  pres¬ 
ence  as  his  house-guest  that  set 
Ahab’s  head  a-buzzing  with  plans  to 
astonish,  delight  and  mystify  his 
courtiers  as  well  as  his  guest  by  a 
show  of  his  prowess  in  the  recap¬ 
ture  of  one  of  his  cities,  Ramouth  in 
OUead,  which  for  years  now  had 
been  held  by  the  king  of  Syria. 

Now  Ahab  probably  would  ordi¬ 
narily  been  more  nearly,  if  not  quite 
insistent,  that  earnest  e  f  f  o  rt  be 
made  to  recapture  Ramoth*  in  Gile¬ 
ad,  but  he  had  now  all  the  added 
incentive  of  a  desire  to  show  him¬ 
self  a  mighty  man  in  the  presence 
of  his  friend  Jehosaphat  and  there¬ 
by  to  cement  more  strongly  the  new- 
made  friendship  between  his  klng- 
domand  that  of  Judah.  All  of  which 
may  hgve  been  well  under  ordinary 
conditions,  but  the  conditions  were 
not  ordinary. 

n.  Ahab  Seeks  Advice.  This  step 
was  taken  by  Ahab  at  the  insist - 
enc  eof  Jehoshaphat.  And  it  is  well 
to  mark  the  fact  that  Ahab  sought 
the  sort  of  advice  he  wanted.  We 
all  do  that.  Said  a  husband  to  his 
wife,  ‘‘I’ll  never  ask  your  dad  for 
advice  again  as  long  as  I  live”. 
"Why?”  “He  never  gives  me  .the 
kind  I  want”.  Ahab  wel  knew  that 
bis  flattering  prophets  wouid  advise 
him  to  do  Just  what  he  wanted  to 
do  So  he  called  the  whole  four  hun¬ 
dred  of  them  and  asked  them  wheth- 
tr  he  should  go  up  to  the  attack 
upon  Ramoth-Gilead  and  they  an¬ 
swered  him  In  accord  with  his  wish, 
“Go  up;  for  the  Lord  will  deliver 
it  into  the  hand  of  the  king”.  One 
of  their  number,  Zedeklah,  made  use 
of  a  symbolic  act  to  assure  the 
heart  of  the  king,  Zedekiah  forged 
a  pair  of  iron  horns,  flourished  them 
before  the  king,  saying,  “Thus  saith 
Jehovah,  ‘With  these  shalt  thou  push 
the  Syrians  until  they  be  consumed”. 

HI.  A  Discordant  Note  in  the  Fre- 
Bsttle  Poen  of  Victory.  There  was  a 
prophet  named  Mlcaiah  who,  ap¬ 
parently,  did  not  belong  to  the  popu¬ 
lar  party  at  court,  because  he  had 
the  habit  of  bluntly  speaking  the 
truth.  After  the  four  hundred  had 
Riven  the  king  assurance  that  he 
would  be  able  easily  to  defeat  the 
Syrians  in  the  contest  for  Rammoth- 
^Oilead,  Jehoshaphat  was  not  satis¬ 
fied.  There  must  have  been  some¬ 
thing,  in  the  whole  proceedings  which 
did  hot  ring  quite  true  to  him,  so 
he  asked  Ahab  whether  there  were 
not  another  prophet  who  might  be 
consulted.  Ahab  made  answer  that 
there  was  one  other,  but  that  he  was 
»  prophet  of  evil  who  never  had  yet 
a  pleasant  word  for  the  king,  that 
he  never  foretold  good  fortune  n<w 
brought  it  to  pass.  But  at  the  in¬ 
sistence  of  Jehoshaphat,  Ahab  sent 
for  the  prophet,  Mlcaiah,  by  an  of¬ 
ficer  who  besought  the  prophet  to 
■peak  as  the  other  prophets  had  and 
assure  the  king  of  victory,  to  which 
ihe  stem  prophet  answered  that  he 
Fould  q>eak  as  Jehovah  command¬ 
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The  new  Pastorium  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  is  now  completed,  and  was  dedicated  in  an  impressive 
service,  Sunday  morning,  June  6th.

ed  him.  Having  thus  delivered  him¬ 
self  he  came  before  the  two  kings 
and  Ahab,”  said  unto  him,  "Mlcal- 
ah,  shall  we  go  to  Rammoth-Oil- 
ead  to  battle  or  shall  we  forbear". 

Giving  an  exaggerated  imitation 
of  the  four  hundred  in  their  flatter¬ 
ing  fawnings  before  the  king,  he  said 
“Go  up  and  prosper;  and  Jehovah 
will  deliver  it  into  the  hand  of  the 
king.”  Ahab  saw  that  Mlcaiah  was 
to  tell  the  truth,  when  Mlcaiah  told 
him  of  two  visions  that  had  come  to 
him,  one  of  all  Israel  scattered  as  sheep 
having  lost  their  shepherd.  This  was 
a  prophecy  of  the  death  of  the  king. 
The  second  was  of  Jehovah  inquir¬ 
ing  from  his  throne  for  someone  to 
entice  Ahab  to  go  up  to  Ramoth- 
Gilead  that  he  might  be  slain  there, 
and  found  one  who  promised  to  be¬ 
come  a  lying  spirit  in  the  mouths  of 
Ahab’s  prophets,  and  the  one  so 
promising  was  sent  from  Jehovah. 
Thus  Mlcaiah  spoke  the  truth  when 
such  speech  was  unpopular  at  court 
and  got  himself  committed  to  Jail. 
Many  a  time  and  over  have  men 
suffered  for  their  loyalty  to  the

A  Wasted  Will

John  OwenU  (name  nctitlous,  case 
real)  was  a  man;  a  devout  Chris¬ 
tian  and  a  faithful  church  member. 
He  attended  its  services  regularly 
and  supported  its  program  with  his 
means.  He  was  greatly  beloved  and 
highly  respected  in  his  community 
where  he  spent  the  greater  portion 
of  his  life.  When  he  died,  a  pall  fell 
over  the  town.  “A  good  man  has 
gone  from  our  community”  was  on 
the  Ups  of  many. 

He  was  a  fairly  successful  busi¬ 
nessman.  Industrious,  thrifty,  and  a 
good  hanager  he  accumulated 
quite  a  bit  of  property  and  some 
money.  That  he  made  his  money 
honestly  nobody  ever  doubted. 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  know  how 
to  make  money;  one  needs  also  to 
know  how  to  spend  It.  In  this  he 
erred  more  than  in  making  It.  For 
some  reason,  he  put  off  until  late 
in  life  the  important  matter  of 
making  his  wUl.  This  is  so  common 
and  not  infrequently  very  serious. 
Many  have  the' idea  that  the  making 
of  a  will  is  a  matter  only  for  the 
very  aged.  Apparently  John  had  this 
idea.  What  a  mistake!  Everybody 
,  twenty-one  and  over  having  prop¬ 
erty  should  make  a  will  and  pre¬ 
serve  it  in  some  place  for  safe  keep¬ 
ing. 

But  the  story  does  not  end  here. 
Honest  and  up-right  himself,  John 
assumed  that  everybody  else  was. 
So,  Instead  of  going  to  an  attorney 
and  having  him  carefully  prepare 
his  will,  he  made  it  verbally  to  a 
friend.  He  disposed  of  his  property 
according  to  his  desire  and  Judgment 
endeavoring  to  do  the  right  thing  by 
everybody.  It  seems  never  to  have 
occurred  to  him  that  anyone  would 
question  it.  But  alas!  alas  he  was 
mistaken!  Covetous,  grasping  and 
greedy  people  rushed  In,  contested 
It,  and  tore  it  to  smithereens.  Not 
only  that,  but  long  -  time  friends 
were  estranged  and  sweet  fellow¬ 
ships  were  disrupted;  all  because  a 
good  man  thought  everybody  else 
was  good. 

John  should  have  gone  to  a  com¬ 
petent  lawyer  and  asked  him  to  pre¬ 
pare  his  will  for  him.  The  making 
•t  a  will  is  a  matter  of  such  su¬ 
preme  importance  and  powerful  sig¬ 
nificance  that  it  should  be  prepared 
only  by  a  competent  attorney.  Only 
in  such  case  can  one  be  absolutely 
sure  that  it  will  not  be  broken. 

But  John  made  a  still  more  seri¬ 
ous  mistake  —  one  so  many  are 
making  today.  He  did  not  Include 
his  Master  in  his  will.  While  he 
lived,  he  contributed  of  his  means 
to  the  support  of  his  church  and 
its  work,  but  apparently  he  did  not 
feel  any  sense  of  responsibility  for 
it  beyond  the  grave.  Stewardship, 
contrary  to  almost  universal  opin¬ 
ion,  does  not  end  at  death.  It  be¬ 
gins  when  the  steward  receives  from 
his  Master  his  possessions,  and  It 
continues  uninterrupted  and  unaf¬ 
fected  by  death. 

Would  to  God  that  John  had  real¬ 
ised  this!  Had  he  known  it  he  prob¬ 
ably  would  have  remembered  one  or 
more  of  our  denominational  litstltu- 
tlons  In  his  will.  In  so  doing,  he 
would  be  living  still  on  the  earth 
through  his  money  and  property.
